Xim ati^ating officci'e spoke with Sr* Francis Puglia of 5523 St* CIau4* 
who stated that at approximately 2 r30PM, two men cane into the 3 to r© 

^nd were talking with Crouchet* Mr* Puglia described one of the^ subject* 
as having spotty hair, which was falling out and was about 6* tall* 

This description given officers by Mr* Francis Puglia* certainly appears 
to be Ferrie. Mr* Francis Puglia stated also that this eubject had 
painted eyebrows^ and told of another subject who was with the subject 
with the painted eyebrows, but could not identify him to well.

Investigating officers returned to the Juvenile Bureau and notified 
Immigration authorities* Inspector Underwood caste to the Bureau and - 
was given all the information in this matter* Inspector Underwood stated 
that he knew Arc a c ha Smith and that Smith we3 an American Citizen, and 
that there was nothing his organization could do. 


At 1:05PM August 24, 1961 Invest. Officers received another call from 
Crouchet, who stated that David Farris had come to aee him agfln. 
q roue he t stated that Ferria and another subject hhd just left aka him 
after getting him to sign another paper. Officers drove immediately 
to the Balter Building in an effort to catch Ferrie, but after 1 hour, 
he failed to show up. Officers returned to the Juvenile Bureau and 
call Crouchet by phone and have him explain Ferris's second visit. 
Crouchet stated' that he signed something that had the phrase drop a+1 
charges in it. Ferrie told Crouchet that if he signed the statement , 
that it would keep hi°» (Crouchet) out of trouble. Crouchet stated 
t$at Ferrie had someone with him with dark hair and believed hia name 
whs Andrew. This unidentified subject was the same one who had come 
into the stor© with Ferrie the day before, according to Crouchet. 
Crouchet stated also, that it was about 12:40PM, and he was coming 
from lunch when he saw Ferrie parked by Cuslmano’s raeturant on 3t* 

Claud e Ave, near the Puglia 1 a super market, and it a parking lot near 
a> liquor store. Ferrie told Crouchet on this second visit, that he 
jfFarrie ) wanted Crouchet to meet Arcaehs Smith. According to Crouchet, 
Ferria told him that he could have any thing he wanted for sibling 
the paper. Farrie also told Crouchet on the second visit, that if he 
wanted, he (Ferris) could arrange to get him (Crouchet) out of sm town. 


At 3 s 00 PM investigating officers received ai call from Mr. Landry, who 
fehated that he received a phone call from a mibject who identified him- 
self as Michael Me Lo y, a friend of his son, fro m Hou ston, Texas. Mr. 
Landry SaTcoSIHgSo' hliTMusa. uirlcers caUsa Mr. 

Landry on the morning of August 25, 1961, but lean red that McLoy did 
not mm up. 

On the night of August 24, 1961 Officer Jonau, received a telephone 
call from Chief Warrant Officer C. R. Knowlton from Camp LeRoy Johnson, 
who stated that to his knowledge the charter held by Ferria was forged. 
Knowlton stated that he cheek with the Rational Headquarters in Houston, 
Texas and found that their was no charter issued for the Metairie Falcon 
Squadron. Officer Knowlton stated that he has received e nuaoer of 
dalls f r o nt parents inquiring of the Metairie Falcon Squadron. 
Investigating officer Jonau called Major Christian, who is Ute commander 
of the Civil Air Patrol in Sew Orleans. Major Christian stated that 
Ferria- was at one time, quietly removed fro® the A’ew Orleans Cadet 
Squadron of the C.A.P*
